I.. The  boundaries  of  the  Department  of  Western  Virginia  are  incor¬ 
rectly  defined  in  the  Army  Register  for  1862,  page  90.  They  should  be 
as  follows :  So  much  of  Virginia  as  lies  between  its  entire  boundary 
on  the  west,  the  western  slope  of  the  Alleghany  mountains  on  the  east, 
the  boundaries  of  Pennsylvania  and  Maryland  on  the  north  and  north¬ 
east,  and  of  Tennessee  on  the  south. 


II .. Paragraph  II  of  “  General  Orders ,”  No.  38,  dated  June  27, 1861, 
is  hereby  rescinded  ;  and  paragraph  211,  Revised  General  Regulations, 
is  modified  to  read  as  follows :  Every  military  post  may  have  one  Sut¬ 
ler,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  War  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Council  of  Administration,  approved  by  the  Commanding  Officer.
